Tho main cause of 
this sudden". friend.8hjp for, the Sooialista 
is the app'rqauh uf 'lliB general eiebtions, 
which will widely extend the franchise, 
but it is also duo to the dignified bearing 
of the arrested Socialists at tho Thames 
police court yesterday, and to the belief 
that their aims and methods are totally 
unlike those of the anarchists and dyiia- 
miteri','l>f whom London has a natural 
abhotfetioe. The trodbla'at' Limehouse 
on Sunday'has been likened to the rioting 
botwoon Comnmniata imu anarchists, 
which ocourred at about tho same hour in 
Paris, but nofhiug could bo more unjust. 
The Paris. riot' v/aa a- fight between two 
factions of outlawed incendiaries, and if 
all concerned.had met the fate of Kil- 
kenny cats',' mankind 'would have been the 
gainer. The meeting at Limohouso was 
an . orderly, unarmed aaaembly, 
for ,tho. purpose of discusaiiig social 
problems. " ' .

Tha risit of thia distin;juisbR(l gentle- 
man, who for many yours Ii;i3 been a cen- 
tral figure in Canadian politics, is in tho 
main attributable to a very natural and 
praiaewcrthy dosiro to see Canada worthily 
reproaentod at the Colonial and London 
exhibition iio.vt year, Sir Cliarloa having 
been appointed one of tho lioyal conniiia- 
aion by tho Cruwn, and exojutivo coni- 
miaaioner for Canada by the Dominion 
gorornmont. With tho object of stimu- 
lating tho f;overninonla of the various 
provinces by peraoually explaining to 
thorn the objects of tho exhibition and 
tho important beafinf; it will have on the 
future of the colonies Sir Charles haa 
crossed the ocean and the continont and 
is here itb-day. ■ We need nut say how 
heartily ho haa been welcomed by citizens 
generally, and cspooiiiUy by those who 
made hia acquiiintanco four years ago, 
and who have not forgotten hia words of 
hope and encouragement in an oration 
delivered at the theatre, and in a subse- 
queut sp^boh' at the board of trade din- 
ner. At that time the Canadian Paci6c 
railway work had scarcely begun, and 
there w'cr« vaw.y w!io believed that tho 
groat road, which is now noaring cuuiplo- 
tioii, wuuld not bu tinihhed during tho 
lifetinio of tho youngest mun then in the 
province; tho Island railway was still a 
dream, and work on the drydock had been 
suspended for want of funds. Than 
Sir Cliarlea Tupper, we fool sure no 
Canadian alateainan feels a livelier inter- 
est in the prosperity and udvaucoineut of 
this province. Upon landing yesterday 
he must have biiuii struck with tho grati- 
fying change which has come over the city 
during the interval that has elapsed since 
his last visit. Handsome new business 
or residence atructurea have arisen on 
every stroot and an air of thrift and cori- 
tontuient is everywlioro visible. The Is- 
land railway and drydock are well ad- 
vanced and in a few weeks at most British 
Columbiana hope to celebrate with becom 
ini; and appropriate ceremonies tho open- 
ing of overland communication by rail. 
We congratulate Sir Churlea upon the 
realization of hia prediction uttorod in 
1871 concerning tho Canadian Pacific rail- 
way. Having boon ono of its earlioat and 
ablest advocates it is meet that he should 
be one of tho Qrat to pass over it; which 
U.is understood, ho intends doing next 
week. Victorians will wish him a safo 
and prosperous journuy eastward, only 
regrettiu2 that his stay here will be too 
short to enable him to accept those hospi- 
talities which would have been otherwisu 
gladly extended to him. 

IN A BA U FIX. 

Jlr, Healy, inomber of parliament for 
Monaghan, has got liimaelf into trouble. 
Hia violent speech at OleiigaritF will all'ord 
Mr, Parnoll tho desired opportunity of 
lashing him back into tho traces or getting, 
rid of him for insuburdiiiution. J^ut be- 
yond this he will likely hare^ a serious 
lawsuit 'on his hands. In the same spoeuh 
he made a moat unprovoked attack upon 
Earl Biiitry, who is at preaeiit absent 
from the country. Uo said that his 
lordship had boon drummed out of tha 
Sritish army fur dia!,'racoful conduct, "a 
person," said Mr. Healy, "of such low 
and miserable disposition that, having 
enlisted as a common private in (he 
Guards, he had liimaelf expelled by order 
of the comniaiider-in-chicf tor buing a 
ruffian." The facts aro that Lord Bantry, 
who was born in 185-t, having failed to 
pass his examination for the army, ahoved 
a determination to beooiuo a soldier by 
enlisting in the Life Guards as a private 
soldier. He was then Viscount Bercha- 
^en, and hia father desired to purchrtae 
his diechargo, but was advisud to allow the 
young men to remain under army dis- 
cipline. It is said that the titled private, 
having plonty of pocket-money at his dis- 
posal, by his convivial habits interfered 
with the good morale, of tliu c()iiii)any to 
which ho belonged and, at the colonel's 
request, his release was purchased by his 
father. Lord Ardiiauu, who was formerly 
Sij; Arthur Guinesa, of Dublin porter 
jame, and is brother-in-law of Lord Ban- 
try, having' married Lady Olivia White, 
haa written a letter to INfr. Healy, a.sking 
him if the presa reports of what ho said 
respecting Lord Bantry aro currect. It 
he atiinits the accuracy of the reports he 
will be prosecuted fur defamation.

proving and cleansing streets and gutters, 
and the BCth, $5,000 for plans and speci- 
fications for drainage. With the fate of 
tho water loan bylaw of last spring before 
us would it bo idlo to oxprea.i a liope for 
tho approval of the whole (juintetto. 
Eatepayers who would so far forgot what 
is due to themaolves as to kill that mea- 
sure need not be expected to approve of 
the bylaws that_are:no.w before tjiem. It 
must be evident to the most opaque mind 
— oroapt, perhaps, that of our eateeined 
morning contomporary— that it ia impos- 
sible to make and light sLreela and place 
the principality in order for a visitation 
of the eholera without money. The ordi- 
nary ciyio.re^(e'nue is in»u(iicient for the 
purposes and^the money must be voted or 
the city will have to do without tho im- 
provements. Of tho fivo the two bylaws 
which a^k for .?10,000 for cloaning streets 
and gutters and plans uiid apeciticationa 
for drainage occur to us as being most 
necessary. Before evurything elseshould 
be placed tho health and cleanlines.'? of 
our town; but no municipality can bo 
kept healthy or clean with tho limited f.i- 
cilities now at the command of the coun- 
cil. When the ratepayers approach iho 
poll to-day they should discrirainuto be- 
tween the bylaws, vbtinj? "aye" on those 
they may deem the most necRSsary nnd 
not moord a negative on the" whole list.

Having 
purchased property in Cowichan ho reaid- 
ad there with his family for some few 
years, and during thia period ho was ap- 
pointed justice of tho peace for British 
Columbia. For tho past eleven years 
of bis life he was in connection 
with tho inland revenue dopartnient, 
whore ho discharged his duties with the 
most strict uprightness and fidelity to tho 
interests of tho Dominion, being always 
found at the post . of duty until a 
sudden and aovere illness last summor 
prostrated hia energies and obliged him 
to resign hia oflicial duties.

LoNDot*, Sept, 27. — The great socialistic

From Comox — aud — Salnion 
River. 

D. H. McNeil, government guide, re- 
turned from a trip to the Coiuox district 
on Saturday evening, having been absent 
a mouth, during which tiino he located 
sixteen intending settlers and staked oil' 
two claims of lliO acres each for parties 
desiring to purchase land. He also visit- 
ed Valdez island, where good agricultural 
land was found and a body of over lUUO 
acres of magnificent fir timber. i\layne 
island was visited, and fine alder bottom 
and meadow land was discovered. Cortez 
island was explored on the southwest side 
and farming land found in small patches. 

From tho islands Mr. McNeil traveled 
to Salmon river, arriving ou tho 11th 
September. Good marsh land was found 
at the mouth of tho river, but this is cov- 
ered with water at high tides. The na- 
ture of tho soil of the river valley is a 
sandy loam, timbered with lir, alder, Cot- 
tonwood, cedar and spruco timber of a 
general mixture. Tho guide proceeded 
up the river for about twenty-aix miles, 
the trip occupying live days and being of 
a very dangerous character, sometimes 
poling or wading, at others dragging the 
canoe through rifUas and through jams 
formed by fallen timber from both sides 
of the stream. Tne rain-storms were 
heavy and caused a freshet, making it 
hard and slow traveling. The land all 
along the river waf, of a sandy loam, tim- 
bered as at tho niouih. On tho fifth day 
Mr. McNeil turned and worked his way 
slowly back to Cumox against a heavy 
southeast vrind and rain. Arriving at 
Oomox river, some excellent land was 
diseovered at the nmuth of that stream. 

The guide then went to Cape iM uilge, 
where 300 Indians were holding a grand 
potlatch. After he had been there a short 
time he was informed by the Indians that 
there was a white man among them, sick 
and not expected to recover. Visiting the 
man, who gave his name as W. Fox, ho 
found him in a very low condition and 
took him in his canoe to Comux, where ho 
was kindly cared for and made comfort 
ablo. Captain Rogers, of the steamer 
Dunsmuir, kindly took the unfurtunate 
man to Nanaimo, where he v.u;) trans- 
ferred to the Victoria steainor and to St, 
Joseph's hospital on his arrival. 

At L'omox Rlr. Grieves, senior, farmer, 
met with a serious accident by falling 
fnim tho roof of a building he was work- 
ing (jn 0. distance uf liftuen feet, but sus- 
tained no broken bones. He was very 
badly bruised and shaken up, 

Mr. McNeil on this trip experienced 
very rough weather, heavy northwest and 
southeast winds with rain making it tedi- 
ous and dangerous traveling. The round 
trip from Comox through tho islands to 
Salmon river and back is abuut 200 miles, 
all of which was traveled in a canoe, with 
Mr. G. F. Hoaley in company. 

'Parties desiring land should visit Co- 
mox, Campbell river, Valdez island, Horn- 
by island, English river and French creek.

The celebration of thanksgiving took 
place, on Sunday last^ on'whiiili occasion 
tho chiircn waa'decbratsd in an admirable 
manner, the various products of field, or- 
chard and garden being displayed in the 
most perfect taste.

St. Matthew, "Tho harvest is the end of 
tho world, and the angels are the reap- 
ers," from which text the reverend gen- 
tleman pointed oiit that the different 
stages of the growth in the vegetable 
world, with their various developments 
all pointing to the consummation of tho 
harvest, might teach us a useful lesson by 
their progressive Gt'neaa for a perfected 
end. In the evening an eloquent and 
impressive sermon was delivered by the 
rector from Proverbs, '^Whatsoever thy 
hand findeth to do, do it with thy 
might." What connection, the speaker 
asked, has this text with the display ex- 
hibited on this day of thanksgiving i Tho 
reply was in the industry therein inculca- 
ted, inasmuch as those various produc- 
tions in their perfected form were the 
gratifying results of human in Jusik-y — the 
grain of the field, the grape, plum and 
apple of the orchard, and the vegetable of 
the garden having all had vory humble 
origin, and been brought to present per- 
fection by man's unceasing eflbrts for im- 
provement aided by the divine liaht im- 
parted. Civilization, he remarked, was 
much indebted to this culture, as by the 
additions it afforded to our requirements 
it sii[)plied tho moans of leisure for man's 
improvement. Tho unceasing industry 
and activity in every phase of creation 
from tho tiniest insect to tho loftiost crea- 
ture until it reached tlie climax in man, 
coupliid with the observation of it extend- 
ing evon to heaven, inasmuch as the 
Saviour had said "My Father worketh 
and I work also," was next brought under 
notice as all showing the importance of 
tho industry embodied in the .text. The 
surmou concluded with an'eai:neBt appeal 
for the cultivation of every barren waste 
within us that it may become as the para- 
dise of Eden. .

IN JAPAN OCCUPIED BY A HUNDRED 
. THOUSAND HORSES.

The Imperial horso paaturiiig estiiblisli- 
meut iu .lapuii was foiiniled by the couti- 
nental comiuorers of the isliind when it is 
situated more tbau n thousand j'eura ago. 
The country conquered embraced the 
pcninsulii betwcc-u the bay of Y.fcddo ami 
the Pacific oceau. Tlie country is a table- 
land, Willi an altitiide above ihc wctcr oT 
300 feet. It is seventy miles long and 
fifty miles wide. It is of irreiiular shape, 
■with serrated borders, conforniiug the 
in'egularities of the bay and occiul It has 

thousands of beautiful groves of oaks and 
evergreens, and the country presents 
mucu the appearance of the oak openings 
of Michigan and Kentucky. 'It is covered 
with clover, fescue, and rje grasses. It 
■was determined by the government to re- 
serve all this region as a jiasture iu which 
to breed horses for the Imperial armies. 
It could Lave been easily fenced from the 
grovfea'of limber, but that would have left 
ft exposed to the attacks of the hostile 
Aino9,"Avli6'!were BtiU ouly a hundred or 
two miles furtfaer nortk > 

An edic^ y^a^ issued and thousands of 
Tlllaga»| ytotel transported tblthei: from 
all parf84*of'!tlie..«jnpiri.„?T6i tbeso.^ set- 
tlers tiio land along the streams, near the 
bordiirs of 'the table-laud, was ^iven, on 
■which to gro"w low-l&ud rice. Then this 
vast force was put to .^'work to con- 
struct an immense embankment around 
this pastura It was si.\tecu feet high 
and si.xteen feet at the bnsa In order to 
leave out the rice land aloug the streams, 
and to conform also to the serrated edi;es 
of the table-lands, it reqiiired many curves 
and windings. For tliis reason it was 
fully twice as long as woukl have been ro- 
ijuired if it could have been a perfect 
circle or square. As it was built it was 

000 miles iu length. It was constructed 
entirely by manual labor, williuut tlio aid 
of plows, svrapers or L-arts. The earth 
was shoveled into ben\p sacks or mats, 
and was then carried swinging on a i)olo, 
bv two men up on to the embanknieut. 
This was the work of year.''., but where 
labor has little value and the word of the 
ruler is absolute, anything can be done. 

A-fter this fortified fence was linlsbed, 
the work of subdividin.;; it into (ieUls was 
commenced. The subdivision eubank- 
inents were twelve feet high and twelve 
feet at the basa The whole area 
was surveyed into circles. In the 
center the corral was located. From 
the corral trittng\ilur fields were sur- 
veyed; each corral and the surrounding 
fields were in the form of a wheel, the 
corral in the place of the hub, the fields 
occupying the spaces between the spokes, 
and the stibdlvision embankmeuts ropre- 
sentluK the spokes. The corrals were 
formed by building embankments, thirty 
and even forty feet high. The" fields 
varied in area from OOP to 1,500 acres. 
Each corral division bad its olllcial in 
chargc,''and over all was a high imperial 
officer. The aggregate length of these 
subdivision:ombaukments wasi more than 
2,QP0 meters. The tycoon who ordered 
all this, labor did not live to bco its com- 
pletion;- but his son and successor did. 

When this fortified pasture was ready 
for occupation, oll'cers were sent to livery 
province in the empire, and the best 
marcs and horses were bought. Ambas- 
sadors were sent to China, C'orca, and 
Manchuria, and the best equine blood of 
those countries was purchased. In thirty 
or forty years after the pasture was occu- 
pied there were 00,000 horses pasturing 
thera At a later time it is said that the 
number reached was 100,000. Some 
years since the writer was invited to visit 
this great pasture and witness the annual 
horse gathering. The day after our ar- 
rival was the first day of the annual 
gathering. I'arly in tl'd morning all 
the roads and paths Icni/ ig to the divis- 
ion, wbfire the driving in wa.s to com- 
mence, were lilkd with yoople from the 
surrounding country. This yearly round- 
up is a great occasion, and people go 100 
miles to see it. Men, women and children 
cover the embankments iu their gay holi- 
day attira A swarm of footmen is hired 
to. .drive the half wild horses out of the 
timber'' and brush. When that is done 
100 or ZkiO of horsemen rush them aloug 
the ever-narrowing field into the corral. 
It is an exciting scene as the hundreds of 
horses- run away in terror, followed by 
the crowds of mounted men. 

Arriving at the corral we found an 
army of people camped around it There 
was an improvised city of bamboo houses, 
covered with mats. There were eatiug- 
hpuses, lodging-houses, theatres, shops 
for the sale of every conceivable article, 
troupes of acrobats, jugglers, fortune- 
tellers, dancing and singing girls, and 
crowds of country people in the gayest 
dresses. On the corral embankments 
were seats for the oflicials under the wide- 
epreadiug branches of gigantic oaks that 
had been planted there hundreds of years 
before. 

After refreshments, which consisted of 
wine made from rice, fish, eggs, 
chicken, and vegetables, the catching, 
classifying, and l)randing commenced. 
The horses are all caught with a la.sso, 
which is not thrown, as with us, but is 
nttuchtd to the eud of a long bamboo 
polo. It is handled very skillfully. Many 
were the tuirbles which the horse-catch- 
ers got in their struggles witli the thor- 
oughly frightened animals. These were 
greeted with shouts of laughter from the 
crowds on the embankment. All the 
mures are branded and turned back into 
the pasture. - The best horses are selected 
forKthe qavalry, and the otiiers are sold 
at auotldn^ ipn l.ong time, to the farmers,' 
Tf^tt'cbmo from all parts of the country 
to buy. 

The forenoon was devoted to driving 
In,, catching, and branding, and the after- 
noQns Jto horso-raclug.f. These Oatlenare 
kegtmp till night and.are fuU of e.xcile- 
m'eht^' ''The traicks"-' are'straigbt^bnes, and 
the distances are from 400 yards to a mile 
and f'half, "'-Jrost races nro'calch weights, 
but if notithey arc scale- weights, regard- 
less j'pf 'age..? A. fourtecn-hanil horse will 
carry'about'tilO pounds. Each c orral di^ 
vision will back its favorite, and the bot-^ 
ting is sometimes very spirited. 'J'he rid- 
ing at that time was not of a high order, 
being more like that among our wild In- 
dian tribes, as seen somiB' year's siiico by
